CAUSE INDICTMENTS 


Two Men Accused of Aiding 
Pair to Get Into Russia 
by Fraud,

NEW YORK, April 4.—A Federal 
grand jury indicted two men today 
on charges of aiding and abetting 
in the procurement of fake pass- 
ports in connection with the Ru- 
bens-Bobinson passport fraud in- 
vestigation. 

The two are Aaron Sharfin, a for- 
mer employe at the Egyptian Con- 
sulate in New York, who was twice 
rebuked by United States District 
Judge Alfred C. Coxe last week for 
refusal to answer questions, and 
Ossip Garber, a photographer, de- 
scribed by officials as the mysteri- 
ous “Mr. X” in the Rubens-Robin- 
son case, Sharfin was known as

Stubborn-Resisting Chinese 
Said to Be Retreating 
South Into Kiangsu Prov- 
ince—Heavy Losses in 
11-Day Battle. 


By the Associated Press. 

SHANGHAI, April 4—The Jap- 
anese reported today they had oc- 
cupied Taierhchwang in Southern 
Shantung, on the eastern coast side 
of the Central China front, after 
advancing under cover of artillery 
and air bombardment through 
smoking ruins and raking machine 
gun fire. 

Chinese were retreating south- 
ward ‘to the Grand Canal, crossing 
into Kiangsu Province, the Jap- 
anese said. Chinese defense lines 
on the north bank of the canal and 
about Taierhchwang were reported 
to have been wiped out. One Jap- 
anese detachment was advancing 
five miles southeast of the town, 
along the canal, 

Casualties were heavy on both 
sides, with estimates from foreign- 
ers that there were 200,000 Chinese 
in the battle along the southern 
Shantung border, now the main 
center of the war. 

Desperate Chinese Resistance. 

In desperate efforts to defend 
Taierhchwang, Chinese had 
drenched houses with kerosene and 
burned them to provide a crude 
smoke screen against continuous 
Japanese frontal attacks. The re- 
Ported capture of the city came 
after 11 days of bitter fighting. 

Because of the strong Chinese 
resistance, it took the Japanese 
nine days to conquer three small 
villages in the vicinity of Taierh- 
chwang, and eight. days to smash 
through the southern gates of the 
town, in their drive south on Su- 


chow, junction of the ‘north-south | agree 


Tientsin-Pukow and the east-west 
Lunghai railways. .Hand-to-hand 
fighting raged in the streets, with 
conflicting reports on the results 
of the battle. 

Only last night Gen. Li Tsung- 
jen, Chinese Commander-in-Chief 
in the Tientsin-Pukow Railway 
zone, in which the bitterest fight- 
ing has taken place, reported 
through Hankow that his forces 
had resisted heavy frontal attacks 
and had completely reoccupied 
Taierhchwang and Hangchwang, 
Previously foreign sources said that 
capture/of Taierhchwang by the 
Japanese was imminent, with the 
Chinese falling back and holding 
only one corner. 

Japanese Seek to Cut 

Taierhchwang is 20 miles north- 
east of Suchow, where the Jap- 
anese hope to cut the vital Lung- 
hai Railway. Hangchwang, men- 
tioned by Gen. Li, is 22 miles north 
oft Suchow. Both towns are on 
the Grand Canal. 

The Taierhchwang fighting was 
typical of the entire Tientsin-Pu- 
kow front. In several places there 
were disjointed flankings and in- 
filtrations of both Chinese and 
Japanese lines by independent de- 
tachments, deprived of organized 
2 fighting against annihila- 

on. 

The Japanese reported capture of 
Lanling, 15 miles northeast of 
Taierhchwang, and declared seven 
Chinese divisions were trapped be- 
tween Lanling and Taierhchwang 
by Japanese columns operating 
from the East, West and North 
after Japanese artillery had frus- 
trated a rear attack in the Tai- 
erhchwang sector. 

Fighting in Lake Tai Area. 

Countering Japanese advices that 
the area southwest of Lake Tai— 
on the Yangtze Valley front—had 
been rid of guerrilla units, the Chi- 
nese reported an advance north 
against Kwangteh in which they 
said 4000 Japanese were routed and 
1000 killed in the last three days. 

The Chinese said they were be- 
sieging Changhing, 10 miles from 
the southwestern shore of Lake Tai. 
This battle area is about 110 miles 
west southwest of Shanghai.

The bill in 
its present form would require a 
two-thirds vote to kill reorganiza- 
tion orders on which the President 
insisted. 

2. Retain the Education Bureau 
in the Interior Department instead 
of transferring it to a projected 
department of welfare. Some op- 
ponents had declared the change 
would set up a system of Govern- 
ment control of education. 

Veterans Change Discussed, 
“The President expressed no op- 
position to these revisions,” Ray- 
burn said, “although he didn't 
specifically say he was in favor 
ot them.” g 

As spokesman for the delegation, 
Rayburn. disclosed that another 
amendment demanded by. many 
House members was discussed. It 
would exempt the veterans’ admin- 
istration from the reorganization 
procedure. Some of the legislators 
said they did not believe the Presi- 
dent would oppose it, 

Rayburn did not disclose whether 
the President had changed his mind 
about there being a constitutional 
question involved in the exercise of 
veto power by Congress through a 
concurrent resolution. 

In his recent letter disclaiming 
inclinations to be a dictator, Roose- 
velt declared a concurrent resolu- 
tion was simply an expression of 
congressional sentiment and could 
not nullify presidential orders is- 
sued in accordance with the law. 

Opponents have interpreted that 
statement as meaning the President 
would not sign a reorganization 
measure containing such a pro- 
vision.

Calls It Power Grab, Re-Intro- 
ducing Spoils System; Not 
Like His Measure.

CHICAGO, April 4-—Former 
President Herbert Hoover asserted 
today the administration’s reorgan- 
ization ‘bill meant “the reintroduc- 
tion of the spoils system after 75 
years of battle to set up the Civil 
Service Commission.” 

“The measure is a grab for more 
power by the President,” Hoover 
said in an interview. 

“There has been som attempt,” 


he continued, “to make it appear 
that the present bill is very much 
the same as mine and the bills of 
other Republican administrations, 

“There is one essential difference, 
The others were confined purely to 
administrative bureaus and were 
introduced simply for the purpose 
of economy. ~ 

“Anyone May check up on this 
by. looking at my message to Con- 
gress in December, 1932, where 
every minute change is set out in 
detail. There will be found none 
of the attempts to increase the 
powers of the President which are 
contained in the present measure.” 

The administration’s “plan in its 
original form,” Hoover said, “was 
an attack on the independence of 
semi-jugicial bodies and on the 
comptroller. It would gy total 
absorption of the power of the Civil 
Service Commission into the hands 
of the President.” 

He termed. President eS 
bill “another step toward centraliza- 
tion of power which would under- 
mine the independence of semi- 
judicial. bodies and other independ- 
ent“ governmental agencies, and 
destroy the effectiveness of the 
Civil Service Commission.

“Keep 85c School Tax,“ 
Says Post-Dispatch 


In connection with the campaign for reten- 
tion of the 85-cent school tax, it is regret- 
table that so many loose and misleading state- 
ments have béen made in both official and 
unofficial quarters concerning the so-called 
$4,004,764 “surplus” of the Board of Educa- 
tion. As a matter of fact, after deducting 
necessary working capital, the board will 
start its new fiscal year next July 1 with an 
excess of less than $1,000,000. 


This excess, apart from offering a désirable 
margin of safety, would meet only a small 
fraction of the cost of badly needed new 
school buildings, for which no provision has 
yet been made. The facts about the surplus, 
which are simple, are as follows: 


From the beginning of the fiscal year each 
uly, until taxes.are paid in the autumn, about 
2,000,000 of the surplus is required for work- 

ing capital to bay school salaries and ex- 

officials have suggested the 

amount might be reduced somewhat, but it 

rs 72 been shown. that this could be safely 
one. 


When the current fiscal year began, there 
was a gross surplus of $4,004,764, but the cur- 
rent budget makes appropriations exceeding 
anticipated income by $1,013,369. This excess 
will be drawn hr the surplus account, re- 
ducing the latter to $2,991,394 next July. 
(There is no indication of any material devia- 
tion from either the income or expenditure 
figures of the current budget.) 


Out of the $2,991,394 surplus next July, the 
usual $2,000,000 must be allowed for working 
capital. Hence the margin of excess is really 
only about $990,000. 


The $500,000 earmarked for a new Stowe 
(Negro) Teachers’ College does not enter the 
picture. Of this améunt, $69,621 was spent in 
the last fiscal year and the remaining $430,- 
378 is appropriated in the current budget. 
Whatever portion of the appropriation is not 
spent by July will be carried over to the next 
fiscal year, without effecting the surplus. — 


For the Negro grade school,’ which the 
board has been enjoined from building on a 
corner of the Vashon High School campus, 
construction funds are available in the re- 
mainder of the bond and PWA account. If 
the board finally acquires another site, the 
land cost must be drawn from the surplus. 


If—as in the current year, the last year and 
some previous years—school expenses exceed 
revenue, the excess must be taken from the 
surplus. Such a course, naturally, cannot 
long be continued. Furthermore, means of 
Fe a large construction program must 
be found within a few years. 


The inescapable conclusion is that the 
board has no money to spare. It needs to 
keep the 85-cent tax. The issue is clear, for 
if the 85-cent proposal fails, the tax will re- 
vert to.60 cents. That would cut the schools 
$2,500,000 a year, or a quarter of their budget.

U.S, HOME LOAN INTEREST 
EXCESSIVE, COPELAND SAYS 


Senator Charges Money Costs 
Banks 2 Per Cent, Members 3 
and Borrowers 6 or 8.

WASHINGTON, April 4—Sena- 
tor Copeland (Dem.), New York, 
declared yesterday the Federal 
Home Loan Banks and many of 
their member institutions were 
charging excessive interest rates 
for home mortgage loans. 

Copeland said he was preparing 
legislation to reduce interest on 
loans made thraqugh the Home 
Loan Bank system to between 4% 
and § per cent, Such loans now 
bear between 6 and 8 per cent inter- 
est, he said. 

Copeland said the banks were 
borrowing money in the open mar- 
ket at 12-3 per cent on short-term 
debentures and at 2 per cent on 
long-term bonds, and advancing it 
to member savings and loan asso- 


fciations at 3 per cent, the latter 


lending it to home owners at a 
much higher rate. 

Copeland, chairman of the Sen- 
ate Commerce Committee, said he 
would seek to limit the interest 
rate which could be charged by the 
Home Loan banks to % of 1 per 
cent more than the average long- 
term borrowing rate of the Gov- 
ernment for the preceding five 
years. Interest charged to home 
owners by member institutions 
would be limited to 2 per cent 
more than the rate at which the 
institutions obtained money from 
the Home Loan banks.

If the latter grants an injunction 
—which is considered unlikely — 
the Government and the workers 
will ask the Supreme Court for a 
revision.

The companies argue that Article

only the expropriation of lands and 
waters in carrying out the nation’s 
program of socialization; not per- 
sonal property such as tools; plants 
and equipment. 

Furthermore, they allege that the 
companies were deprived of their 
properties, possessions and rights 
without due process before the 
courts and that no indemnification 
was paid at the time of expropria- 
tion.

Controversy on Wages. 

President Cardenas’ decree March 
18 followed a long legal controver- 
sy between the companies and the 
oil workers’ syndicate over wages 
and other benefits granted the 
workers by an arbitration board. 

The companies held paying the 
increased wages—amounting to 
more than $7,200,000—and other ben-

HITLER: WOULD-BE WORLD PRESS CENSOR. 

Under Adolf Hitler, Germany's press is 30 com- 
pletely dominated by the Government that it is today 
little more than an organ of the Nazi party. News- 
papers publish only matter that is acceptable to the 
Government, and woe betide the reckless editor who 
oversteps the limits. 

Regimentation of the German press alone, however, 
is not enough to satisfy Hitler. He aspires to ex- 
tend his censorship to other countries. The only 
thing that poisons international relations, he says, 
is “the well-nigh intolerable. press campaign con- 
ducted under the motto of personal opinion.’” There 
can be no lasting. peace among nations, he declares, 
while “an international clique is allowed to poison 
the wells of public opinion.” Other nations must 
control their “meddling scribblers” in the interest 
of world amity. , 

This is no mere rhetoric. Only a few days ago, 

official warning was sent to the tiny Grand Duchy 
of Luxembourg that further attacks on Germany 
by its press “would not be tolerated.” In return 
for throttling its press, the Nazis offered Luxem- 
bourg a guarantee of its sovereignty. Czechoslo- 
vakia, too, has felt these tactics. If it does not 
curb its press and foreign correspondents resident 
there, Berlin warned recently, German newspapers 
would launch.a violent campaign against the Praha 
Government.

Hitler is offering his neighbors a series of “non- 
aggression press pacts,” and already has succeeded 
in obtaining concessions from France, Yugoslavia 
and Switzerland, in addition to definite agreements 
with Italy, Poland and Hungary.

“LABOR BIAS” AND THE WAGNER ACT. 

Much of the comment on recent decisions of the 
United States Supreme Court involving orders of the 
National Labor Relations Board shows a disregard 
or at least an unawareness of the purposes of 
Congress in passing the Wagner Act. Typical is a 
recent editorial in the Boston Evening Transcript, 
the burden of which is a lament that the court has 
geen fit to encourage the “labor bias” of the NLRB 
and to increase its power and to widen its discretion. 

The flaw in this point of view is that it overlooks 
Congress’ unmistakable desire to further labor or- 
ganization by declaring it an unfair labor practice 
for an employer to refuse to bargain collectively 
with the representatives of a majority of his em- 
ployes in a unit appropriate for collective bargaining. 
Useful reading in this connection is an article in 
the current issue of the Washington University Law 
Quarterly by William Stix of the St. Louis bar, now 
on the legal staff of the La Folletté Civil Liberties 
Committee. At the conclusion of a dispassionate 
review of the experiences of labor and industry 
under the labor relations law, Mr. Stix writes: 

The Wagner Act is a law intended to facilitate 
and not to hinder the organization of workers. 

. « « Those persons who assert that the board 

has shown a labor bias in its administration 

of the statute would do well to reflect that 
the “impartial” administration which they seek 
would be possible only if the board members 
were to disregard the purpose for which the 

act was passed. 7 

In short, complaints against the Wagner Act 
should not be addressed to the Labor Relations 
Board or to the Supreme Court when it upholds 
orders of the board. Congress framed the law and 
stated its purposes. Those who disagree with those 
purposes should direct their petitions to Congress.

Unchanging essentials of the American tradition are “dignity of the individual” and 
a reasonable respect for reality in politics, says writer; the former, embracing 
liberty of mind, excludes anything savoring of dictatorship, while the latter em- 
bodies principle of change and development, which has made the country great.”

HERE are a few principles held to .be 

true by the founders of the Republic that 

are still held to be true, in exactly the 
same way, by the wisest and best Americans 
of the twentieth century. For my part, J 
hesitate to pronounce postively genuine 
more than two. The first of these is the 
dignity of the individual. The second, a 
reasonable measure of respect fof reality 
in politics. . 

Upon these two concepts, it seems to me, 
is erected the whole structure of American 
ideals and institutions. No matter what pro- 
gram a man may propose, if he can make it 
square with these two principles, I for one 
hesitate to declare it positively un-Ameri- 
can. On the other hand, any program that 
obviously violates either of these is not in 
line with American tradition. : 

The implications of these ideas are sweep- 
ing. For example, on the first one, the to- 
talitarian state goes to wreck. If a man, 
created equal with all his fellows, is en- 
dowed with “inalienable rights” by his Cre- 
ator, then the first of these rights must of 
necessity be the right to think. 

This right, according to the American tra- 
dition, cannot be invaded by any earthly 
power, not even that of the state. To re- 
strict men’s opportunity to learn, whether 
by reading, or by listening, or by discussion, 


is to restrict their thoughts, which is a right 


not transferred and not transferable to any 
state or king or dictator. 
* 7 * 

If the doctrine of the dignity of the indi- 
vidual embodies the principle of permanence 
which has maintained the identity of our 
country, the doctrine of respect for reality 
embodies the principle of development which 
has made the country great. 

The earlier American historians strove 
manfully—as the writers of elementary 
school texts do still—to inculcate the idea 
that the revolutionaries of 1776 were in- 
spired to fight a seven years’ war by pure 
love of liberty, religious and political. Later 
and more cynical historians, revolting 
against an impossible idealism, have al- 
most subscribed to the idea that they fought 
for unadulterated—since one hesitates to 
call it pure—love of money. But I am not 
aware that any historian, early or late, has 
suggested that they fought out of sheer an- 


ty good case can be made out in support of 


some such theory. 

For nearly two centuries before the out- 
break of the Revolution, the colonists had 
been facing a very stern reality. They had 
brought from Europe a highly developed 


system of political ideas and an equally 


highly developed ‘system of political organ- 
ization. But they found that neither worked. 
That “divinity doth hedge a king“ was a 


religious liberty was a keen realization of 
the absurdity of government by an authority 
distant 3000 miles geographically, and six 
weeks temporally. It would be folly to 
deny the philosophical, religious and 
economic motives behind the American 
Revolution; but a sense of humor had some- 
what to do with it, too. 

The constitutionality of an idea, or an 
act, is therefore an uncertain test of its 
Americanism. Jefferson himself believed 
that the Louisiana Purchase was flatly un- 
constitutional. So, in the estimation of many 
able lawyers, were the Emancipation Proc- 
lamation and the recognition of the revolu- 
tionary Government of Panama; but they met 
the existing facts when the Constitution 
did not, so they were profoundly American. 


Prohibition, on the other hand, Mke the , 


fugitive slave law, stood the test of the 
courts; but both of these incontestably con- 
stitutional enactments denied both the dig- 
nity of the individual and the plain facts of 
the situation. Both were un-American and 
both collapsed. 

& * * 

Democracy and liberty are the outgrowth 
of the combination of the two American 
ideas. The concept of the dignity of the in- 
dividual may be entertained without the. 
concept of democracy as an inevitable result. 
But to this theorem add the other, that po- 
litical organization must conform fairly 
closely to réality, and escape from democ- 
racy becomes impossible. To accept any 
other theory, it is necessary to assume that 
there is a test other than experience that 
will reveal the superior man. 

We have found no workable method of 


government other than the rule of the peo- 


ple. Then, if you set up rule of the peo- 
ple, liberty follows as a matter of course. 
If the people have the power, they are po- 
litically a free people. They can’t be any- 
thing else. 

The will of the majority is no more di- 
vinely inspired than is the will of an abso- 
lute monarch, and there is nothing essen- 
tially righteous in its establishment as the 
final arbiter. The reasons for accepting it 
are based on no consideration more exalt- 
ed than expediency: The majority presum- 
ably can present more bayonets than the 
minority; hence it is expedient to permit the 
majority to prevail, lest it resort to bay-

Still 
more is strewn about the country 
in dingy book stores and in attics, 
and is hard to find. 

One illustration of the latter is a 
book that was writ only about 
35 years ago by H Castlemon. 
It was called White Horse Fred, 
or Julian Among the Outlaws,“ and 
was printed at Cincinnati by a pub- 
lishing house that no longer exists.

Code of Catholic U. Al- 
leges $13,000,000 Was 
Spent to Sway Opinion. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, April 4—The Rev. | 
Dr. Joseph B. Code, professor of 
history at the Catholic University of 
America, told 500 alumni of the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame y 
that Fernando de los Rios, Spanish 
Ambassador to the United States, 
had spent more than $13,000,000 in 
this country “to swing American 
public opinion to the side of the 
Communist - dominated Spanish 
Leftist Government.” 

He asserted that the Ambassador 
had received $15,000,000 in gold at 
the start of the civil war to use for 
propaganda purposes in the United 
States. 

“There are at least a dozen major. 
Spanish Leftist propaganda agen- 
cies in this country sending a 
stream of lying propaganda to the 
principal American newspapers, to 
thousands of influential American 
citizens, to United States Senators, 
representatives, business men, in- 
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dustralists, college professors, school | BA 


teachers and many other persons,” 
‘he said. 


Dr. Code said that six weeks ago 


“it was brought out that the Span- 
ish Embassy at Washington was 


mailing a tremendous amount of 
this material free, at the cost of 
thousands of dollars to American 
taxpayers.” 

Dr. Code did not give details of |t 
his charges. 

He said he had been informed by 
an “unimpeachable source” that on 
Dec. 28 the Communist party in 
this country issued an order that 
not more than 20 per cent of the 
men going to Spain to fight for the 
loyalists should be Communists. 

“This was issued,” Dr. Code said, 
“for several reasons. First, because 
so many American Communists 
have been killed or wounded fight- 
ing with the Spanish Leftists; sec- 
ond, to communize the 80 per cent 
while in Spain, which is a com- 
paratively easy task, as each Span- 
ish Leftist military unit has a po- 
litical commissar’ for this particu- 
lar purpose; and thirdly to provide 
useful military experience for these 
men to be used later in this coun- 
try at the will of the Communist 
party. 

“The same order also ordered 
Communist women to fraternize 
with non-Communist men in restau- 
rants, dance halls and other places, 
and to recruit these men to service 
with the Spanish Leftist army.” 


GUILTY PLEA IN $1500 FRAUD; 
MAN PAROLED FOR TWO YEARS 


Joseph Mark Thompson, former 
operator of a radio advertising 
agency in the Mart Building, plead- 
ed guilty of petit larceny before 
Circuit Judge Michael J. Scott to- 
day in the obtaining of $1500 by 
fraud from Dr, Rolla L. Sanders, a 
dentist in the Metropolitan Build- 
ing, and was sentenced to a year 
in the Workhouse and then paroled 
for two years. 

Although Thompson had been 
charged with obtaining money by 
trick and deception, a felony, the 
Circuit Attorney’s office recom- 
mended the acceptance of the plea 
to a charge of petit larceny, a 
misdemeanor, and granting of the 
parole because Thompson had 
made restitution of the $1500. 

Dr. Sanders gave the money to 
Thompson when the latter showed 
the dentist a contract, purporting 
to bear the signature of the presi- 
dent of a large wholesale grocery 
firm, under which the firm agreed 
to pay Thompson's company $1500 
a week for 13 weeks to create 
transcriptions for radio advertis- 
ing. The grocery company denied it 
had entered into such a contract.

Finance Venereal Disease Clinics. 

Allocation of funds to administer 
the proposed venereal disease clin- 
ic ordinance was urged today by 
two physicians before the Board 
of Estimate and Apportionment at 
the third and final public hearing 
on the city budget for the new fis- 
cal year. The venereal bill died in 
committee in the Board of Alder- 
men at its last session after it had 
been referred to the Board of Esti- 
mate of Apportionment and that 
body had made no recommendation. 
It is understood the bill will. be 
reintroduced. 

Dr. Rogers Deakin, assistant pro- 
fessor of urology at the Washing- 
ton University School of Medicine, 
said that as a member of the five- 
man advisory committee to the 
United States Public Health Serv- 
ice, he would be in a better posi- 
tion to urge that one of the health 
service's five proposed venereal re- 
search clinics be established in St. 
Louis, if a municipal venereal dis- 
ease service were put successfully 
into operation here. 

Dr. Lee D. Cady, former presi- 
dent of the St. Louis Medical So- 
ciety, said that 15 per cent of the 
admissions at City Sanitarium are 
neurosyphilis patients, and under 
proper and early treatment at out- 
side clinics, probably the number 
of admissions for that disease 
would be cut in half: That would 
save the city $61,425 annually on 
its sanitarium expense, whereas 
the bill in question called for an 
expenditure of only $20,000 a year, 
he said. a 


Mayor Dickmann, à member of 
the three-man a >portionment board, 
replied that the werd was in sym- 
pathy with the purposes of the bill, 
“but must look at the financial 
end,” and is studying the question. 


WASHINGTON U. TO FIX 
6 YEARS FOR LAW DEGREE 


After Sept. 1, 1939, Those Without 
Two Years of College Will Get 
4 Years of Legal Courses. 


Six years of combined college and 
law study will be required for the 
degree of bachelor of laws at Wash- 
ington University for students en- 
tering Washington University after 
Sept. 1, 1939, it was announced to- 
day by Chancellor George R. 
Throop. This will represent an in- 
crease of one year’s work over the 
present curriculum. 

Students who enter law school 
with at least three years’ college 
work may obtain the LL. B. degree 
after three years of law courses.

You would have perhaps naval bat- 


tles, and a Européan war would 


have begun.” 

Outside of the House, Chamber- 
lain sought to reach an agreement 
with the Amalgamated Engineering 
Union to speed rearmament and in- 
sure domestic defense. 

Sir Thomas Inskip, Minister for 
Co-ordination of Defense, placed 
the Government’s proposals before 
the union’s powerful executive 
council, which represents the larg- 
est workers’ organization in the 
arms industry. 

The Government is asking for the 
co-operation of workers. If this is 
obtained, it would send the “speed 
up” program to a joint employer- 
employe conference, leaving the 
Government in the background. 

Chamberlain’s supporters did not 
regard the House of Commons de- 
bate as a serious threat to their 
power. Some believed it would set- 
tle down to a reiteration of the 
often debaied theortes and end in 
a recorded vote meaning nothing 
more than a precise division of 
opinion. 

The Amalgamated Engineering 
Union caused greater worry.

“were accustomed to prescribe for a man’s 
‘temperament; we think only of his disease, 
‘and turn aside with weariness from classi- 
fications of diathesis with which physicians 
of an earlier day delighted.” ,

its changes. The modern physician has made a scientific study of

“diathesis” and constitution. 


We talk and think about a person’s digestion and his gastric juice 
as if it were the same thing with everyone. But Ryle and Bennett at 
Guy's Hospital, London, performed fractional analyses on 100 healthy 
medical students. Let us emphasize that they were healthy. They had 
no digestive trouble. They all had appetites like—well, like medical 
students—that is about tops in appetite according to my experience. No 
two gastric juices were the same in amount, rate of secretion or chem- 
ical composition. But 80 per cent fell within a certain medium range. 
which we can represent by the figures 10 to 30. Ten per cent.had fig- 
ures which if found accidentally would be considered evidence of dis- 
ease, one as high as 100. And 10 per cent were low; some as low as 5. 

It was found by Hunt that in families of people with anemia, the 
amount of gastric juice is lower than normal.

her tireless work for her blind and 
deaf fellows. Then, herself nearly 
blind, Teacher died on Oct. 20, 
1936, leaving Helen “to peer with a 
heavy heart into the years to 
come blind and deaf in very 
truth.” 


UT, fortunately, for 22 years 

Miss Polly Thomson had been a 

companion to Miss Keller and 
Mrs. Macy, and remained as a visual 
and auditory contact with the 
world. None could take Teacher’s 
place, but Miss Thomson mitigated 
Helen’s loneliness, and helped her 
throw off the first spiritual numb- 
ness to replace it with renewed 
determination to be of service. The 
story of that period of depression 
is told in “Helen Keller’s Journal,” 
published by Doubleday, Doran’ & 
Co., which Miss Keller kept from 
the start of a trip with Miss Thom- 
son to Europe in November, 1936, 
until her visit to Japan in April, 
1937. 

More than a mere day-to-day 
record of Miss Keller’s sadness, the 
journal affords a clear and graphic 
account of her personality, her 
views, her endless activity and in- 
terests. There was no time for

When there was no work to be done 
in behalf of the blind, in behalf of 
peace, in behalf of any who suf- 
fered, there were new sensations 
to feel, new ideas to assimilate, 
greater knowledge to be attained, 
new beauties to be appreciated. 

New beauties to be appreciated, 
in a black and silent world. To 
those who see it seems impossible, 
yet Helen, under the tutelage of 
Teacher, had learned to under- 
stand even color; sensitive nostrils 
told her far more than normal be- 
ings perceive, and _ ultra-sensitive 
fingers “heard” the conversation of 
others from moving lips or fingers, 
“saw” the scenery through the eyes 
of Polly Thomson, who translated 
into tactile code. 

“Everywhere I recognized the 
odor peculiar to Paris—perfumes, 
powders, wines and tobacco agree- 
ably blended,” she says of a visit to 
the capital of France. Next day 
they attended services; her account 
speaks for itself concerning her 
perception of things about her. 

“The church was crowded. It 
was a keen disappointment to me 
that the organ music did not reach 
my feet on account of the marble 
floor; I had hoped to revel in its 


hand on the chair I captured a few 
chords, especially toward the end. 
» « » We saw people going up to 
the altar, kneeling and receiving 
the sacrament. It was a poem— 
the choir boys with candles, a me- 
jodious bell that kept ringing, the 
incense floating over the church, 
the responses of the organ. I could 
not follow the Latin. After 
service I said that I should be 
happy if I might see a few sculp- 
tures near the door or on the out- 
side. I was surprised when I was 
permitted to touch anything I could 
reach, even the altar! Reverently 
I examined the loveliest altar I had 
ever touched—white marble, the 
cloth with Milanese lace; and I 
reached up to the angels’ hands on 
either side and the tips of their 
wings. How delicately yet distinct- 
ly the feathers were marked on 
the stone! I walked around the 
superb Corinthian columns, and I 
sensed the grace of a Greek tem- 
ple.“ 

There is another striking passage 
illustrating her fine sensitivity. It 
was stil] in Paris, in Maxim’s Cafe. 

“The orchestra music kept puls- 
ing through our talk. By different 
tactile vibrations I perceived the 
low tones of the harp, the high, 


rich vibrations; but by placing my 


delicate notes of the violin, the me-
